San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 1.—The 
Barbary coust of San Francisco, 
known to tourists the world over, cele- 
brated its flnal passing last night with 
acrowd that paciced its resorts to suf- 
focation and thronged the streets with 
thousands of lookers-on. 

Promptly at midnight the police 
commissioners’ ruling preventing the 
further sale of liquor to women went 
{nto effect, and in a last effort to pro- 
lony the night life that has made the 
“coast” notorious since the pioneer 
days, there was a sudden switch from 
cock tails to grape juice. The police 
permitted this subterfuge last night, 
but the word went forth that hereafter 
only “straight saloons’ from = which 
women will be barred, either as enter- 
tainers or as visitors, are to be per- 
mitted, regardless of the nature of the 


drinks served. Resort owners. them- 
selves admit that few of the 30 or 
more places will survive this on- 
slaught. 

Between 500 and 800 women and 
girls, suddenly thrown on their own 
resources, afford a problem that the 
reform forces are striving to meet. 


Club women petitioned the police com- 
missioner to postpone the execution of 
its order until work could be provided 
for his army of unemployed, but the 
petition was denied. Homes have been 
provided for a number, but a majority 
must solve the problem of maintenance 
for themselves.

Cerberre, Wrance, Oct. 1.—A terrific 
thunderstorm Which raged for 12 hours 
has spread death and ruin throughout 
the city; 14 persons are known to have 
been killed and 30 injured, but tnere 
are many missing.

Nearly every house in Cerberre is 


flooded and most of the provisions 


have been spoiled, In answer to an 
urgent appeal from the mayor, the pre- 
fect at Perpignan dispatched several 
tons of bread to meet tho pressing 
needs of the inhabitants. A company 
of the 56rd infantry was rushed from 
Collioure to assist in the rescue work 
and search the ruins, 

The floods also carried away the 
greater part of the Pauliles dynamite 
factory and caused tremendous damage 
throughout the department, ‘The rail- 
road has been washed out in soveral 
places, A freight train was derailed, 
and a passenger train is {mprisoned in 
the tunnel at Banyels Sur Mer.

DIES IN HOSPITAL 


Francis C, Chable, Well known 
Old Timer, Passes Away 
at Misericordia, 


Death claimed a picturesque char- 
neter, Francis C. Chable, this morn- 
Ing at the Misericordia hospital, The 
deceased was a pioneer settler of d- 
monton, having come to these parts in 
1878, Until recently he made his home 
near Horse Hills, Oliver station, on 
the C.P.R. 

Mr. Chable was born at Lorain, 
Irrance, in 1841. In his early life he 
travelled extensively over all Enrop- 
ean countries, and assisted in the con- 
struction of the largest caison bridge

{Ing the Franco-Russian war he serv- 
ed as captain with Garibaldi's scouts. 

At the close of the war he came to 
America and settled in nerthern 
Michigan, where he engaged in the 
lumber business. In 1678 he went to 
Port Gurry, now Winnipeg. At that 
place he ‘left on the government sur- 
vey on the C.P.R. lines towards Yel- 
lowhead Pass. 

In 1878 Mr. Chable left Battleford. 
to which point he had accompanied the 
original survey party, and struelk out 
on root for Kdmonton. The only pro- 
fitable occupation available upon his 
arrival here was gold digging on the 
Saskatchewan river, 

Luter he took homesteads near the 
Horse Hills and occupied them until 
about five years ago, when failing 
health compelled him to sublease the 
farms. 

Mr. Chable was unmarried. 
survived by a sister at Horse Hills, 
Mrs, Caroline Corberant, and a nep- 
hew, Mr. C. J. Corberant, of the law 
firm of Dickey, Wilson and Garry, 

The funeral will take place tomor- 
row at 9 o'clock from McCoppen and 
Lambert's parlors, thence to Saint Joa- 
chim's church on Tenth street, where 
a requim high mass will be celebrated.

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CITY SOLICTOR 
ON WIDENING OF 
KIRKNESS STREET 


Mr. Bown Explains Difficulties 
Which Lie in the Way of 
Consummation, 


At the council meeting held last 
week J. Bailey Powell appeared tnd 
entered a protest because the clly was 
about to allow a building to be erected 
on Kirkness street adotning his block 
on the old line of the street. Mr. Pow- 
ell pointed out to the council that the 
property owners had heen given to un- 
derstand that this street was to be 
widened and that all buildings should 
be set back from the street line the 
necessary flye feet. 
not to be widened he stated that he 
would take steps to have his building 
moved forward to the old line and pro- 
teed to collect damages from the city. 


The city solicitor was asked to bring} 


In a report dealing with this matter. 
His report was presented last night but 
on motion of council it was laid on the 
table. The report reads as follows: 
Re Widening of Kirkness Street. 

From the records in my office, it 
Appears that this widening was adver- 
tised In June 1912, The date of the last 
publication being 12th June. Therefore, 
the council was {n a position to under- 
take this work two weeks from. that 
fate. Mr. Duncan took the matter up 
and saw a number of the property 
§olders and most of them seemed anx- 
lous to have pay and were not willing 
to give thelr land free, 

On the 18th November Mr. Duncan 
and myself met a number of them at 
Mr. Powell's house, when Mr. Sutcliff 
was chairman of the meeting. The re- 
sult of the meeting was embodied In 
the following resolutions: 

“Moved by J. B. Powell and seconded 
by Sturrock, that {n the opinion of this 
meeting, the valuc of the property re- 
quired for tho widening of Kirkness 
street 6 feet on each sido of the strect, 
8 feet on the base of 33 feet lots; $300 
for the first five feet off corner lots 
nnd°$200 for inside lots, and that Mr. 
Duncan trke this matter up with the 
commissiones and that they be re- 
quested to give the necessary instruc- 
tions to have the matter proceeded 
with at once.”

is competent for this year’s council to 
go ahead with the work, but !t appears 
to me that on account of some of the

act. 

On May 8th I received a letter from 
his worship informing me that the 
council wished my opinion in regard to 
this matter.

Another section provides that in 
fulure the duties of the commissioners 
shall be defined, This will make it 
possible for the council to adopt the 
Bowness chart which recommends the 
splitting up of the duties of com- 
missioners, 

Another amendment passed among 
the Hst is one setting out the terms 
on which ft will be possible for the 
city to acquire property in the event of 
widening certain streets in the cily. 

The whole list of amendments was 
passed ui the special meeting, but in 
the large majority of cases the Items 
on the list are simple details or a re- 
wording of a clause to correct a double 
or wrong Interpretation of the oharter,

expenditure which had not been pro- 
vided for in the supplementary esti- 
mates, 

Alderman Livingstone stated that tha 
saving effected in the three depart- 
ments should Nave been used to pro- 
vide funds for some very necessary 
work which should be done this year. 
He referred to the:toboggan slides for 
the school catldren’at the golf links as 
being one of the most necessary. A great 
deal of money, he said, has heen spent 
on the parks of the city without much 
to show for it, but here {s a case where 
money wouid be well spent. 

Alderman Smith took the view that 
{t seemed rather queer to him that both 
the amounts should be exactly alike. 
This Jonked as if there might be other 
amounts which have not been included 
in the supplementaries and which will 
be brought up later, “We might as 
well get to the bottom of it now," he 
concluded. 

On motion of Alderman Livingstone 
the matter was referred to the city 
auditor to bring in a full report to the 
council on this matter. The motion 
was seconded by Alderman Smith and 
earried unanimously.

as bad shape as myself. We got some 
work entertaining some club members 
with songs one night, and then Bert 
Levy, who has a string of vaudeville 
theatres on the coast, put us into 
vaudeville. We did so well on his cir- 
cult that we were able to get bookings 
on the Orpheum, and here we are, The 
only drawback to our work Js the diffl- 
culty we havo {in getting in ond out 
of this country, We go from here to 
Spokane and then down the Pacific 
coast, and we aro having ne end of 
trouble in arranging it. None of us 
want to cross the border and then 
be sent back to China,”

It appears, however, that the 
attorney-general's department has 
given notice that hereafter, unless 
there are regularly appointed officers 
for this work, half of the fines and 
fees will not be pald over to the city.
